May  be  used  only  for  a  completed  stockwater  pit  or  reservoir  when:  (1)  storage  capacity  is  less 
than  15  acre-feet  with  an  annual  appropriation  of  less  than  30  acre-feet  per  year,  (2)  located  on 
a  nonperennial  flowing  stream,  and  (3)  constructed  on  and  accessible  to  a  parcel  of  land  40 
acres  or  larger  and  owned  or  under  the  control  of  the  applicant. 

606  Application  for  Change  of  Appropriation  Water  Right:  For  any  change  in  point  of 
diversion,  place  of  use,  purpose  of  use,  or  place  of  storage  of  any  water  right. 

•  606A  -  Supplement  to  Application  for  Change  of  Appropriation  Water  Right:  For 

any  change  in  point  of  diversion  or  place  of  storage,  and  for  any  change  in  purpose  of  use  or 
place  of  use  of  less  than  5.5  cubic  feet  per  second  and  4,000  acre-feet. 

•  606B  -  Supplement  to  Application  for  Change  of  Appropriation  Water  Right:  For' 
any  change  in  purpose  of  use  or  place  of  use  of  5.5  or  more  cubic  feet  per  second  and  4,000 
or  more  acre-feet.

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607  Application  for  Extension  of  Time:  Request  for  additional  time  to  complete  a  Provisional 
Permit  or  Authorization  to  Change. 

608  Water  Right  Transfer  Certificate:  Used  for  all  changes  in  ownership  of  entire  water  right 
(including  change  of  entire  water  right  in  connection  with  a  real  estate  transfer).   Do  not  use 
this  form  if  you  are  a  user  of  a  municipal  or  irrigation  district  water  system. 

•  608A  -  Addendum  to  Water  Right  Transfer  Certificate  for  Apportioned  Water 
Right:  Used  when  only  part  of  a  water  right  is  being  transferred. 

610  Application  for  Reservation  of  Water:  Used  by  government  agencies  or  other  political 
subdivisions  to  reserve  water  for  future  beneficial  use. 

611  Objection  to  Application:  Used  to  object  to  any  Form  600,  606,  607,  61  o,  or  626 
application. 

613  Fee  Schedule  for  the  Appropriation  of  Water  in  Montana:  Used  to  determine  filing 
fee  for  appropriations  of  water  in  [Montana. 

614  Notice  of  Temporary  Emergency  Appropriations:  Used  by  an  appropriator  to  notify 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation  of  an  emergency  appropriation  of 
water. 

615  Water  Conversion  Table:  Guide  for  standard  water  conversions  and  general  water 
requirements. 

617  Notice  of  Completion  of  Permitted  Water  Development:  Filed  after  completion  and 
beneficial  use  of  a  Provisional  Permit.
